Council Passes 
To Deny Bail to 
Moral Suspects 


City council yesterday passed 
ne of the strongest ordinances of 
any city in the country in an ef- 
fort to strengthen municipal au- 
thority in a fight against vice and| 
the spread of venereal disease. 

Under the measure any person 
even suspected of immoral con- 
duct may be arrested and held 
without bond pending a physical 
examination by city health offi- 
cers. and may not be released by 
anyone except health officials. 
The measure gives the’ usual 
‘thority to arrest and hold pros- 
ites or inmates of a house of 

repute, or solicitors, but pro- 
eeds to apply the law to persons 
registered falsely as man and wife 
in a hotel. 

Several months ago, city admin- 
stration leaders launched a fight 
vice and social diseases 
and attempted to invoke the state 
law which authorizes state health | 
officers to hold persons suspected | 
“ having venereal diseases for 
examination without bond. This 
was attacked by several women, 
claimed city health officers

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(#) 
A union spokesman defended the 
American Federation of Musi- 
cians today as a “patriotic’’ or- 
ganization whose ban against 
making recorded music for radio 
stations and juke boxes was “a 
democratic expression” of the 
membership.

A midnight communique said 
that the Red Army had even im- 
proved its position in one sector 
of the battered city where “our 
forces pressed back the enemy and 
destroyed 12 tanks and about two 
German companies.” 

Front dispatches said the Ger- 
mans were hurling men and tanks 
across the crumpled bodies of their 
own dead in an increasingly fren- 
zied attempt to reduce the badly 
wounded Volga river city named 
for Stalin—‘Man of Steel.”

in making butadiene for synthetic 
rubber. 

Furfural, a highly successful in- 
dustrial solvent, is scheduled to be 
placed under strict WPB allocation 
and use control October 1. New 
furfural production plants are now 
being built and are expected to 
be operating by April 1. 

In addition to cotton seed, hulls 
from corn cobs and oats provide 
raw material for making furfural. 
There are almost unlimited « up- 
plies of these by-products of farm- 
ing. but plants to decompose the 
hulls create a bottleneck in mak- 
ing the solvent. 

Present facilities, plus those now 
under construction, will provide 
all anticipated needs for butadiene 
for the synthetic rubber program, 
the OWI said.

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Children of War 

The American Legion convention this year 
was in sharp contrast to gatherings of other 
years. Because the nation is at war leaders 
of the organization urged their members not 
to attend. Thus the crowd was comparatively 
small. Those who did attend were there for 
business only, not for fun and hilarity. This 
is entirely as it should be. Assuredly, this is 
a time for seriousness, and not for gaiety, when 
the nation faces the toughest and most serious 
war in its whole history. 

The convention dealt with serious things. 
Among them was one that does credit to the 
far-sightedness of the organization. For the 
Legion opened a new front—a campaign against 
child neglect in time of war. Responsible for 
this was the Legion’s Child Welfare Commis- 
sion, which put over the big point that the 
mistake of forgetting the child in World War 
I must not be repeated. 

The commission’s report showed a dis- 
tressing picture of physical and mental de- 
fects among youth called to the colors, par- 
ticularly those who were between ages of 
seven and 12 in World War I. What was re- 
sponsible? Simply that these were the men 
who as children were neglected due to the 
exigencies of war. 

Thus the Legion reasons well that it has 
a great responsibility in this war not to permit 
children of this same age group to point 
fingers at them later and charge them with 
neglect.

For Army Relief 
tlantans ‘ave been told that Jeanette 
MacDonald will donate the entire proceeds 
of her concert here next Thursday to Army 
Emergency Relief. This is one of 12 con- 
certs, the proceeds of which Miss MacDonald 
is giving to this cause. 

Army Emergency Relief is an extension 
of Army Relief, an organization maintained 
in normal times by the Army itself to provide 
financial or other assistance to Army per- 
sonnel and their families who may be in 
urgent need of such help. In times of peace 
it is supported entirely within the military es- 
tablishment. The tremendous expansion of 
the Army in time of war, and the consequent 
increase in the calls upon this fund, made it 
necessary to appeal to outside sources. Thus 
Army Emergency Relief was organized early 
this year at the direction of the secretary of 
war. 

Army Emergency Relief supplements, but 
in no wise replaces the American Red Cross, 
the only other active organization engaged in 
emergency welfare activity for Army personnel 
and their dependents. The Army Emergency 
Relief acts in cases which require immediate 
handling by local Army commanders or in 
cases where necessary secrecy makes it im- 
possible for any other agency to act. 

Assistance rendered by Army Emergency 
Relief may be by outright gift or by loan, for 
which no interest is charged. Typical cases 
are such as when a Soldier is killed in action 
and there is unavoidable delay in the pay- 
ment of his insurance to dependents; when 
a soldier is suddenly transferred on secret 
orders and there is delay in receipt of money 
from the soldier; when soldiers’ families are 
in need of medical care or hospitalization, of 
fuel, food or clothing. There are numerous 
cases where members of combat units, on dis- 
tant assignments, make far better fighting 
men because of the knowledge they have that 
Army Emergency Relief will remove all cause 
for worry about their loved ones at home. 

It is a great cause and, when Miss Mac-

to be any likelihood of the Republicans ever nominating Wendell 
L. Willkie again for the presidency, although he is certain to be 
a dominant force in American politics for some years to come. 
The old-line politicos of the G. O. P. have 
never forgiven Mr. Willkie for two things; it 
is doubtful that they ever will. First, because 
he was a Democrat, had been one all of his 
life, and only changed his political colors in 
1940 long enough to blitz the Republican na- 
tional convention. Second, because he refused 
to make an issue of the Roosevelt pre-Pear|l 
Harbor foreign policy and definitely threw 
overboard isolationist elements in his new party. 
Nevertheless, he promises to be a factor in 
Republican presidential politics so long as he 
remains a Republican. Like William Jennings 
Bryan, having received the nomination once 
he will continue to be a candidate until he is 
elected or removed from the political stage by 
the inactivity of old age, always commanding 
a following that will give his voice a dominant 
quality in the councils of his party. 
Someone has aptly said that he will be the 
Bryan of the Republican party as long as he lives. He has been 
stung by the presidential bee and the blood of the presidency races 
hot in his veins. 

Mr. Willkie is now and has been since his defeat in 1940 a can- 
didate for renomination in 1944. Most of his movements have been 
pointed in this direction. He opposed Thomas E, Dewey as the 
G. O. P. candidate for Governor of New York partially because 
of the Dewey pre-Pearl Harbor isolationist stand, but also be- 
cause he wanted to remove a potential rival for the presidential 
nomination two years hence, 


“BUILD-UP” MISSIONS Mr. Willkie’s present mission to the 


battlefronts of the world is a build- 
up for his presidential candidacy. .The same may be said of his 
earlier visit to London and his conferences with Prime Minister 
Churchill. No amateur po tician despite the fact that he had never 
before run for office when he was nominated by the Republicans 
two years ago, he has enough sense of political values to realize 
that his stature as a candidate is greatly increased by direct con- 
tacts with world leaders. 

By 1944 he will be able to present himself to the American 
people as a man who has had intimate relationships with the gov- 
erning heads of all the Allied Nations. If the war is over by then, 
he is certain to be one of the influential American representatives 
at the peace conference. No other Republican will be in position 
to command as much prestige as he. 

Mr. Willkie knows how to dramatize himself and will overlook 
no opportunity to that end. At Kuibyshev, the temporary capital 
of Russia, for example, he created a demonstration on his visit 
there last week that has not been equaled since the days of the 
Czars. An audience at the ballet gave him a three-minute ova- 
tion upon what seemed to be a staged belated appearance. 

The marvel of it was that Communistic Russia could display 
this much enthusiasm over someone of Mr, Willkie’s past Wall 


Street capitalistic affiliations. 
OTHER DEMONSTRATIONS Undoubtedly he will command 
Similar enthusiastic demon- 
strations in Moscow, in India, and in China, just as he had pre- 
viously in Cairo, in Turkey, and in Iran. The fact that the Presi- 
dent had given an official status to his mission may explain some- 
thing of the warmth of the receptions he is receiving, but the 
Willkie personality played an equal part. He has a natural faculty 
for making people warm up to him, be they Communists or capi- 
talists. 

But the Republicans will have none of him in 1944. At the 
moment he appears to have no more chance of coming back as the 
nominee of the party than former Governor Alf Landon, of Kansas, 
who carried only two states against Mr. Roosevelt in 1936. The old- 
line politicians, who had him rammed down their throats at the 
Philadelphia convention by one of the cleverest pieces of political 
maneuvering the country has ever seen, like him even less today 
than they did two years ago. Most of those who went along with 
his nomination, with the hope that he might win, have now left 
him definitely. 

It isn’t likely that they will be caught by the same political 
trick twice. Next time they will be gunning for Mr. Willkie in 
advance—will make sure that he doesn’t blitz the convention again. 


MAY TURN AGAIN All of which brings up a suggestion 


which now represents only a low rumble 
in the undertone of the New Deal: It is not to be entirely written 
off that Mr. Willkie may emerge as the Democratic nominee for 
President at some.future date. Stranger things have happened. 

What could be stranger than the action of the Republicans in 
1940 in nominating a registered Tammany Democrat for the presi- 
dency? That is what Mr. Willkie was right up to the time of his 
nomination, 

President Roosevelt seems to have developed a liking for the 
former head of Commonwealth & Southern. If he did not he 
would not have given Mr. Willkie the high credentials he re- 
ceived before going abroad. He consults him frequently on war 
policy. There isn’t any fundamental difference in their liberal 
philosophy. The Willkie criticism of the Roosevelt administration 
in the last campaign was one of method rather than policy. He 
did not urge the overthrow of any of the Roosevelt reforms. 

For another thing, the present administration has gotten further 
away from partisan politics than any of its predecessors in years, 
At least two members of the cabinet are Republicans, a Roosevelt- 
appointed chief justice sits on the supreme court, and a former Re- 
publican is now the New Deal vice president. 

If Mr. Roosevelt decides against a fourth term in 1944, it is 
by no means beyond the realm of possibility that he may seek to 
extend the social gains and concepts for lasting world peace de- 
veloped under his administration by asking the Democrats to nomi- 
nate Mr. Willkie. He would be easy for the Democrats to elect.

from any discussion of that innocuous, lacteal fluid known as milk. 

Nevertheless, | am going to have a try. 

Entirely because I ran into Mr. Tom Linder, 
Georgia’s. able commissioner of agriculture, 
and listened to him discuss the subject. 

It may startle you to realize that milk is 
being hauled from New York to Georgia—and 
on to Florida—and sold in those states, when 
there is a milk shortage in New York. 

It may also startle you to realize that at 
least one Georgia producing company is haul- 
ing milk to North Carolina and selling it there 
when there is a shortage in Georgia. 

Why? 

Because it is profitable. 

Why is it profitable? 

Because there is nq n*tional standard re- 
quirement for butter fat content and the OPA 
froze producers and producer-distributors at 
the butter fat content they were selling at the 
time the freezing order went into effect. 

They cannot sell milk of less than the 4.3 

butter fat content in Georgia. : 

Government contracts require 3.7 milk, which is what is pro- 
duced in many states, especially those states where Holstein herds 
predominate. 

For instance, a dealer in Savannah is buying the 3.7 New York 
milk and filling his government orders. He pays 45 cents a galion 
for it. 

The Georgia producers cannot sell for more than 34 cents per 
gallon and their milk is 4.3 butter fat. The dealer in Savannah 
moans that he loses or does little more than break even when he 
buys the 45-cent milk. 

Meanwhile the milk flows in from New York. 


UNIFORM FAT CONTENT Producers must have more mon- 
ey for their milk if they are to 
survive. 

Tom Linder thinks the consumer is paying about enough for 
milk as it is. 

How, then, may one obtain more money for the producer? 

This is Tom Linder’s idea. Let’s quote him. 

“The State Milk Control Board has set the price for the pro- 
ducer in the Atlanta areg at 34 cents per gallon. This milk is 
4.3 butter fat. 

“It must sell retail at 17 cents. It sells wholesale at 13 cents. 
Now, the milk which goes wholesale at 13 cents to restaurants is 
sold by the glass and brings in more than $1 per gallon. The 
farmer got only 30 cents. The food stores which handle it tell me 
they could handle it at a profit of 2 cents per quart instead of 
3 cents. 

“Now, if we were to add to that a national order by OPA 
setting a butter fat standard of 3.7, there would be no incentive 
to haul milk from one state to another. 

“The distributors could sell milk at 16 cents per quart, pay Ahe 
producer 34 to 36 cents per gallon and still make a profit, prob- 
ably more profit than they now are making. 

“We can do nothing until the butter fat content is standardized 
and until the milk shed prices are standardized. For instance, the 
producer in the Savannah area is getting 34 cents per gallon as 
against the Atlanta area of 30 cents. 

“The producer has got to get more money. 

“The public shouldn't have to pay more. 

“We can solve it by this standardizing of butter fat and by 
raising the wholesale price by at least a cent. There ought really 
to be no difference in the price to those who sell milk by the glass. 
They get at least three glasses at 10 cents per glass from each 
quart bought wholesale at 13 cents per quart.” 

That, ladies and gentlemen, was Mr. Linder speaking.

milk, reduce it to 3.7 milk, haul 


it to North Carolina, or even New York, and make a profit. 

Here’s how. 

He buys 4.3 milk at 30 cents. 

He takes 6 cents worth of cream out of that gallon and reduces 
it to 3.7 butter fat. 

He can sell that at 45 cents per gallon by hauling it to another 
state. He cannot sell 3.7 milk in his own state because he was 
frozen at 4.3. 

It costs about 5 cents per gallon to haul milk to or from 
New York. 

With his 6 cents per gallon profit in cream and his 45-cent 
price, as against his purchase price of 30 cents, he comes up with 
a profit of 21 cents per gallon. Less his 5 cents for hauling he 
still has a profit of 16 cents per gallon. 

I will admit this is all pretty involved. 

Mr. Linder can make it quite plain. 

If you haven't followed it ali the way, it adds up to this: 

Milk producers must have more money for their milk to stay 
in business. 

Georgia’s commissioner of agriculture thinks it can be done with 
a national 3.7 butter fat standard and with a Georgia Milk Control 
Board change in the price of “wholesale milk. 

We are going to have less milk next year.

“My friends,” it might say, “I owe you a debt of gratitude for 
many services of which you are not aware. 

“When my friends the Japanese attacked Pearl Harbor and 
killed or wounded 3,000 of your trained men, I was naturally

pleased. But I was much more gratified when your officials re- _ 


cently reported what has happened since the Pearl Harbor attack. 

“Every day since that 7th of December, last year, 11,600 of your 
trained workers have been killed or wounded by so-called accidents. 
That is a greater service to me than any of you realize. 

“When my good General Rommel defeated a stupid British gen- 
eral at Tobruk, the British admitted the loss of 50,000 men. But 
that did not tell the whole story. These 50,000 were trained vet- 
erans, equal to many times their number of unskilled men. They 
could not be replaced. What is more, their weapons are no longer 
used against Germany. 

“So it is each day when 11,600 of your trained workers are 
killed or wounded, They cannot be replaced for months—perhaps 
for years. And their machines must stand idle until other men are 
trained to operate them. 

“Your officials were kind enough to estimate the loss in man 
hours caused by these accidents. It is not necessary to repeat the 
figures; enough to: say that in the time lost this year you could 
have produced enough cargo ships and destroyers and tanks and 
bombers to have changed the course of the war. For that service 
I am deeply and eternally grateful.

15; the farmers’ party, 212, a gain 
of 36, and the liberals 170, an in- 
crease of seven.
